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A TWO-FRONT WAR 


The Geneva Conference, which raised Red China to the role of a world power, has resulted 
in the opening of a second major front against the United States. 


The fact that this strange war which the communists call the "struggle for peace" is now 
being fought without the rumble of cannon or the drone of bombers cannot detract from its essen- 
tial military nature. While the communists are not now using guns and tanks, their intentions 
clearly are to drive the United States out of Asia and out of Europe, and they are doing something 
concrete to achieve their aims. 


When the current Red Chinese threats to invade or "liberate" Formosa are stripped of their 
mystery, they are revealed as attempts to dramatize for Southeast Asian eyes the communist 


claim that U.S. armed forces occupy and virtually control Asian territory just off the mainland of 
China. 


A Radio Peking broadcast of July 30, 1954 stated, "U.S. authorities are stepping up their 
schemes of concluding a so-called mutual defense pact of a military nature with the remnant 
Chiang bandits so as to occupy Taiwan (Formosa) permanently and, in addition, to use Taiwan as 
a permanent U.S. base for the invasion of China." 


A Threat Is Better Than Action 


What the Red threat stands for in Asian terms is a warning that any Asian country which 
joins an American Southeast Asian counterpart of NATO will be likely to be occupied and con- 
trolled by "Wall Street imperialists who are preparing for a new war." 


Although Red China may never intend to invade Formosa, the threat to do so is a thrust 
against the successful culmination of the U.S.-sponsored SEATO plan to unify Southeast Asia 
against communism. If the thrust succeeds, the effect will be more far-reaching than the failure 
of a defense plan. Failure of SEATO would be a second blow to the U.S. as a world leader, and 


would encourage the just awakening Southeast Asians to seek leadership in Peking rather than in 
Washington. 


Thus, the way would be opened for the implementation of Chou En Lai's proposal at the 
Geneva Conference for establishment of a security pact for Asia in which Red China would be 
the senior member. Another defeat for the U.S. coupled with the growing propaganda campaign 
to convince the world that the U.S. is preventing Red China from taking its "rightful seat in the 
UN" might be calculated as sufficient to win both a UN seat and control of Formosa for the Reds 
without the firing of a single shot. 








Counterpart of Soviet Plan J | 


Chou En Lai's security proposal for Asia is a counterpart of Molotov's proposal at the Berlin 
Big Four talks for a European security pact. The main pressure of the communists’ attack on the 
security pact has centered on France. 


Just as France was the key to communist success at Geneva, so France is the key to the 
success or failure of the Reds' battle to kill the European Defense Community and to create a 
Soviet-dominated European security pact instead. Even as the talks on EDC were beginning at 
Brussels, France began to urge its free world allies to accept Soviet proposals for another Big Four 
Conference to discuss the Soviet security pact. This is a tribute to the effectiveness of the com- 
munists and the failure of the U.S. in influencing the thought of the average Frenchman. 


What these European and Asian security pacts represent are not offers of peace, but attacks 
in a war without bullets. Their aim is the aim of wane attack; that is, to drive the major 
enemy from the field, and from the communists' point of view, their major enemy is the U.S. 


The nature of these attacks and the apparent success they are having calls not my for an 
“agonizing reappraisal" of U.S. foreign policy, but an even more agonizing reappraisal of U.S. 
strategy for maintaining and strengthening its leadership in the free world. Unrivaled world 
leadership is the single aim of the communist plotters in the Kremlin. The only obstacle to 
achievement of that goal today is the United States. 


NEW WEAPON OF COMMUNIST AGGRESSION 


Few subjects have been more talked about and less understood than communist propaganda. 
A few weeks ago David Lawrence, editor of U.S. News and World Report, called it the "new 
weapon" for extending communist influence throughout the world. Yet, over the years it has 
been so completely discounted by Americans that the phrase, "Ah, it's only commie propaganda, " 
has come to mean that any communist statement or action is not to be taken seriously. 


What are the facts? Washington analysts are coming to the conclusion that propaganda is 
one element of a weapon more dangerous to the free world than the H-bomb. It's secret is not 
atomic fusion or fission, but the simple truth that leaders of free countries are governed by public 
opinion. 


Propaganda poured from the Kremlin and repeated by a world-wide network of Communist 
Parties and front groups is geared to manipulate public opinion to support communist aims. 
Backed by political agitation and political maneuver by Kremlin strategists, it has succeeded in 
forcing free countries step by step to give in to communist demands. 


Hanson W. Baldwin, writing in the July "Atlantic", declared that American "belief that 
Soviet imperialism had modified its dreams of world conquest, was partially responsible for the 
establishment of Communism in the heart of Europe." It was the propagandist who planted the 
false idea that the Soviet bear had changed its objectives. 


The Geneva Conference 


The belief spread by propagandists that the Nationalist Chinese were corrupt and the Reds 
were only agrarian reformers contributed to the loss of China to the communists. And most re- 
cently the victory of Moscow and Peiping at the Geneva Conference was due, in the words of the 
communists themselves, to the effect of world opinion which they had stirred up. 


Let's take a closer look at the Geneva Conference. Red China came to the Conference in 
April in the role of a world outcast. She left as a world power and a serious contender against the 
United States for leadership of all of Asia. What forced Western delegates to take part in that 
disasterous conference? Was it hope of defeating the communists at the conference table or was 
it the pressure of world public opinion? 
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The answer lies in the communists' use of propaganon, political agitation and political 
maneuver as forms of warfare. In their system, propaganda is used tactically and eerarary - 
tactically (a) to prevent enemy action at critical periods, or (b) to encourage enemy action along 


the desired lines; strategically, to win world masses to accept communist national and world 
leadership . 


The Geneva Big Five Conference was the result of a campaign to encourage enemy action 
along desired lines. And the campaign was renewed by a top Soviet propagandist, Ilya Ehrenburg, 
at a meeting of the Communist-dominated World Peace Council, June 16 through 20, 1953. The 
Council urged a Big Five Conference, including Red China, to negotiate a cease-fire in Indo- 
China and a U.N. seat for Red China. 


Free World Hopes Raised 


When the West turned thumbs down on talks with Red China, Kremlin propagandists early 
in July began to beat their drums for a Big Four Conference. Western hopes for a peaceful world, 
lighted by the earlier cease-fire in Korea, were fanned into flame by this new communist move. 
But they were doused again when Molotov on November 13, announced that a big four talk could 
not be held until after a Big Five Conference. 


Then another massive propaganda machine was started to give the big five conference a new 
shot in the arm. The communist-dominated World Federation of Trade Unions set aside December 
19 for WFTU unions throughout the world to hold meetings and demonstrations for a cease-fire in 
Indo-China. Meanwhile, other communist propaganda outlets were talking up the Big Five Con- 
ference, whetting the imaginations especially of the French for a Big Five Conference as a way 
toward a cease-fire in Indo-China. 


Then unexpectedly, the Soviet used its reply to President Eisenhower's proposal on a peace- 
ful atomic pool to indicate it would agree to Big Four talks in Berlin. Molotov opened the Berlin 
talks with a demand for a Big Five Conference, which was repeated insistently by ever communist 
propaganda organ and front throughout the world. After many days in which the Soviets deliber- 
ately frustrated every Western hope of any peaceful settlement, the communists again offered a 
Big Five Conference on a cease-fire in Indo-China. World opinion, and especially that of the 
French, had been stirred up to such a point that the Western delegates agreed to the Big Five talks 
as the one hopeful achievement of the Berlin meeting. 


After Ten Months of Propaganda 


Thus, in April, 1954, just 10 months after Ilya Ehrenburg touched off a propaganda cam- 
paign for a Big Five Conference, the delegates from Red China sat down with the Soviet Union 
and the Western powers. The West gained the cease-fire in Indo-China which it wanted, but the 
price was a coup for Red China equal to a major victory in the eyes of most of the world. 


The Soviet publication "News" of June 1954 reveals the communist view on the forces be- 
hind the two conferences. "World opinion deserves no little credit for the fact that two important 
international conferences, at Berlin and Geneva, have been convened in the space of four months. 
There can be no doubt that the public forces of peace will strive with even greater persistence to 
have these questions (raised at the conference) settled in a way that will promote peace and 
security throughout the world." 


Chou En Lai spoke even more to the point after the Geneva Conference when he said, in 


effect, that the communists had prevailed at the Conference because they had concerned them- 


selves with world public opinion while the Americans had been dealing with heads of state. 


The communists have not won all of their propaganda campaigns. Despite a considerable 
effort, they lost in Guatemala. That campaign, under the slogan "Hands off Guatemala," was 
designed to prevent the enemy from acting at a critical moment. Jose Manuel Fortuny, former 
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General eats the Communist Party 6f Guatemala, started that campaign in November 


1953. It was picked up by "Pravda" in December 1953, and by the "Daily Worker" on Febru- 
ary 8, 1954. 


Propaganda Committees 


"Friends of Guatemala" committees sprang up in a number of Latin American countries 
crying, "Hands Off Guatemala", and as Col. Castillo Armas' anti-communist army began to 
march, the issue was brought to the United Nations. But decisive action, unswayed by 
propaganda-inspired demonstrations, promptly defeated this communist scheme. 


These tactical uses of propaganda and political agitation, aimed toward specific goals, 
operate within a larger campaign to win the world's masses to accept communist leadership. 
In effect, this campaign has many features of a knock-down, drag-out political campaign for 
world leadership. In this political battle the communists have been trying to discredit the 
policies and motives of the U.S. on the one hand, and win support for communists’ economic- 
political platform on the other. 


This is the broad struggle for world popularity in which the U.S. Information Agency with 
its Voice of America, libraries and cultural programs is battling. But despite excellent work by 
the USIA team, directed by Theodore C. Streibart, the communists still have the upper hand in 
. terms of manpower, money and organization. Right now every medium at the communists' 
command, — their own radio, press, magazines, lecturers, and front groups in almost every 
country of the world — is campaigning relentlessly. 


War Party — Peace Party 


Through the use of false logic, emotional appeals, subtle techniques of persuasion, and 
sheer repetition they are trying to convince the people that every policy of the Soviet Union is 
directed toward the common welfare, while every policy of the U.S. is aimed toward war. A 
typical campaign statement from Radio Moscow on June 25, 1954, was that, "millions of people 
are demanding an end to the cold war waged by the aggressive circles of the United States." The 
communist-sponsored petition to ban the H-bomb, the friendly Soviet gestures toward France and 
Britain, and growing communist participation in world sports are pieces of this deceptive campaign 
to convince the masses that the Soviet Union is for peace and the U.S. is for war. 


Since this essentially is a political campaign, communist organizers, political agitators and 
propagandists on the national and community level seize the hot local issues, fan them into flame 
and tell the people their goals can be reached by accepting communist leadership, by studying 
Marxism-Leninism, by driving out the Americans. By such low political methods, communist 
influence has spread in Africa, Southeast Asia, Latin America and even in Europe, despite U.S. 
military pacts and foreign aid. Although we have had some victories, the balance sheet shows 
that we still are losing this contest. It is a critical contest. It may even prove to be the major 
contest of World War Ill. 


The Inevitable Marxism-Leninism } 


Underlying the entire communist propaganda effort, of course, is its incessant attempt to I 
convince free people to accept Marxism-Leninism. They, indeed, know that governments exist 
because men believe and obey. And if men can be convinced to believe Marxism-Leninism, the 
communists are confident they will obey commands from the Kremlin. Thus it is not surprising 
that this type of propaganda is more extensive in the Soviet Union and in Eastern Europe than 
anywhere else. All possible media including art, music, and literature are turned to the job of 
the “communist upbringing of the masses", in truer words, to the enslavement of the people 
through indoctrination in the false beliefs of Marxism-Leninism. 





The combination of propaganda, political agitation®*nd maneuver as a weapon of conquest 
is something new in the history of the world. Yet, this wekpon is being used to gain sizable vic- 
tories by (a) preventing the enemy from acting at a critical time, (b) causing the enemy to act 
in a desired way, and, (c) winning the masses of the world to accept communist leadership. In 
these ways the communists right now are using this weapon to gain world leadership and to influ- 
ence the course of world affairs in the direction dictated by the Kremlin. 


The effectiveness of propaganda comes simply from the tremendous effort the communists 
put into it on a world-wide scale and from a lack of understanding of its aims and techniques on 
the part of the free world. Understanding of the true nature of this weapon as used by the com- 
munists is the first step in successfully combating it. Eventually, in the hands of Americans, the 
cutting blades of this new weapon may be turned as an instrument of liberation against the heart 
of the communist empire itself. 


THE USSR's NEW ANTI-RELIGIOUS CRUSADE 


When the editors of "Pravda" on July 24, 1954, called for a “scientific atheistic" propa- 
ganda onslaught against religion in the USSR, they set off the most intense and best organized 
communist anti-religious campaign since the 1930's. 


Not only writers and lecturers but — form of mass educational means including object 
lessons, films and libraries have been pressed into use. The all-out program shows that the 
communists consider religion as a growing threat to be fought by all possible means. 


As part of this program the USSR has been flooded with anti-religious books, pamphlets and 
radio programs. New atheistic books heap scorn on Christian, Jewish and Moslem rites. Lectur- 
ers emphasize such topics as, "Marxism-Leninism on the Reactionary Content of Religion." The 
radio in Ashkhabad charged that Islam was the creation of the 7th century "Arab feudalists." 


Newspapers have added their voices to the clamor. "Trud", the labor paper, on August 4, 
1954, called on trade unions "to aid the Communist Party in every way to form a scientific- 
atheistic outlook in the Soviet people." A newspaper for young children, "Pionerskaya Pravda, " 
a few days later featured a lecture to the effect that science had exploded the myths on which 
religion is based. "Pravda" on August 12, 1954, charged that the “neglectful attitude of indi- 
vidual backward people to Socialist production in the USSR" is traced to the survival of religious 
superstitions which “morally cripple and degrade man." 


Campaign Carefully Timed 


The onset of this newest anti-religious outburst in the USSR was well timed to coincide with 
the swelling amount of news about world-wide religious conferences in the United States. Yet 
this increase in anti-religious propaganda must be considered as more than a one-shot attempt to 


counteract the impact of religious appeals from abroad. It is part of a deliberate, long-range 
communist program. 


"Pravda", on August 11, 1954, pointed up this long-range program by quoting V. |. Lenin's 
view that the communist "task is to overcome all capitalist resistence, not only military and 
political resistence but also the ideological resistence which is the deepest and the strongest." 


The vicious communist attack against religion is an essential part of the attempt to over- 
come the "ideological resistence" of the non-communist world, not by use of force, but by sub- 
version, by evil use of the techniques of persuasion. In fact, how communists go about overcom- 
ing ideological resistence is disclosed in a new book, "Religious Superstitions and Their _ 
Harmfulness," by the Soviet writer Povelkin. 


Povelkin first makes the interesting point that some churchmen "are trying to spread the 
absolutely false idea that religion and Communism have common ideological foundations, that 
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Christianity has been aspiring for a long time to Communism." That, says Povelkin, is nonsense, 
and adds: “It is quite unnecessary to say that Christianity, as well as any other religious ideology, 
has nothing in common with the scientific’ Marxist, Communist ideology." 


Fight To The Finish 


While pointing out that the aim of communism is to stamp out religious belief, Povelkin 
counsels communists to carry out anti-religious propaganda "with extreme prudence." "Anti- 
religious propaganda must not be carried out in the form of a denial of religion. One cannot 
tolerate offenses against the religious feelings of the believers." 


Instead, Povelkin advises communists to tie anti-religious propaganda to scientific propa- 
ganda, task of which is to throw light on natural and social phenomena, call the attention of 
believers to these phenomena, and help the believers to “draw correct, scientific, atheistic 
conclusions from them." 


This propaganda must explain the "harmful character of religious superstitions," the "reac- 
tionary social role of religion," and show “how religion was and is still used by the exploiting 
classes against the working people, against peace, Socialism and democracy." 


Arguing that anti-religious propaganda is most effective “when it assumes a variety of 
forms and approaches to the believers," Povelkin urges communists to use ordinary conversations 
—as does a physician with patients, a veterinary with farm people, an engineer with workers — 
as opportunities for leading others to draw “atheistic»conclusions ." 


In effect, religion is not to be overcome by a strong frontal attack, according to Povelkin. 
Instead, readers are advised to point to materialistic evidence which appears to contradict 
religious belief; to sow doubts, and slowly lead the believer to reject beliefs he never would give 
up under direct attack. This is the subtle communist technique not merely for the destruction of 
religion but for the conquest of the entire world. It already is being used to change the beliefs 
of whole nations as well as of individuals. 


But the communists are having their troubles, too. Povelkin points out that "the strength of 
religious habits and prejudices is very great. The task of overcoming them is complex and diffi- 
cult." “Pravda”, of August 11, 1954, discloses that one of the greatest obstacles to this evil 
campaign is that “we are not insured against the influence of alien ideas coming from without, 
from the countries of capitalist encirclement." 


It would seem that the first priority of anti-communists should be to call for an increase in 
the work the U.S. Information Agency and other groups are already doing in projecting ideas of 
religion into Iron Curtain countries. The stronger the belief of subject peoples in religion and in 
freedom, the closer will be the day of their liberation from communist tyranny. 


WHAT WILL THE PARTY DO NOW? 


The outlawing of the Communist Party in the United States is being watched with great in- 
terest by many other countries of the world. Moscow, as expected, has condemned the legisla- 
tion as a blow to freedom and to the U.S. Bill of Rights. Warsaw's communist-run radio has 
compared it with acts of Adolph Hitler. 


The Canadians, on the other hand, are watching the outlaw move from the point of view of 
a people who outlawed their Communist Party during World War II, only to have it pop up under a 
new name, the Labor Progressive Party, and go right on with its subversive activities. 





Many countries on both sides of the Iron Curtain will be watching to see how the communists, 
men of many subterfuges, will try to evade the Communist Control Act of 1954 which, unlike 
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those enacted in other countries does have a provision aimed at preventing the Communist Party 
from merely changing its name and continuing its activities$ Only the actual enforcement of 
the Law will show how effective it is as an anti-communist measure. Several years will probably 
be required to determine this. 


Political Programs and Trends 


Meanwhile the danger that Americans might become lulled into the belief that the com- 
munist menace is destroyed because the Party is outlawed is not to be overlooked. Under a new 
name and with slogans more adapted to American traditions, communists might be in a position 
to make greater gains than they have been able to make in the past. 


The direction such a move might take already has been outlined in the Party's political 
program, announced in the April 1954 "Political Affairs." This masterpiece of intrigue calls for 
the immediate formation of a “popular coalition movement which unites labor, the working 
farmers, the Negro people, small and middle sized businessmen and those groups of capital op- 
posed to the McCarthy program of fascism and war." 


Such a coalition would steer clear of demands which might disclose any communist purpose 
behind it. Instead it would utilize goals of legitimate organizations by urging "support for the 
anti-depression demands of the AFL and CIO, * * * for the democratic demands of the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People, for every proposal which can help save our 
people from threatening economic ruin, fascism and war."

Recent Political Conference 


At a three-day political conference in August attended, according to the "Daily Worker" 
count, by 150 delegates from Party organizations in 24 states, the communists’ new, sanitized 
political platform was spelled out in more detail. 


Pettis Perry, the Party's current political expert, urged the Party to support all those who 
back the movement for co-existence and negotiations, for admission of Peoples China into the 
UN and for extension of East-West trade. On the domestic front he called for a program of 
raising the minimum wage, 100 percent parity for farmers, increase the tax exemption to $1,000 
and Federal-financed school, housing and hospital building programs. 


William Foster, top U.S. communist, wrapped up the meeting with a pep talk, declaring 
that "the ramparts of world capitalism are rapidly falling and socialismn is being constructed 
throughout vast sections of the world. Let this tremendous reality inspire us to meet the great 
tasks of education, organization and struggles now confronting the American people." 


While the communists might decide the safest course would be to virtually cease operations 
until the anti-communist pressure lessens after the fall elections, the evidence now indicates their 
course will be continued attempts to promote their political ends through various established 
political parties while, at the same time, they step up political agitation for restablishment of 
legal rights for the Party. 


The warning for anti-communists is to increase their vigilance. For while the effective ap- 
plication of the law outlawing the Communist Party may curtail some communist activity, it does 
not end the anti-communists' task of routing out communists and exposing their plans. 


THE COMMUNIST CONSPIRACY 


Every now and then the communists give us a useful peek at what their world-wide conspir- 
acy is up to and how the activities of various Communist Parties tie into a unified, over-all plan. 





In a round-up of what Communist Parties are doing the world over, the June 11, 1954, 
issue of the "Cominform Journal" gives us such an insight into how the Kremlin must size up the 
world situation. The paper states: 


"The Communist Parties of Austria, Belgium, the Netherlands, Denmark and other countries 
which have suffered the horrors of the Hitler occupation hold that the primary and urgent task of 
the day is to build a united front of all patriots to prevent the rearming of the German militarists 
and to safeguard the independence and security of their countries. 


“Overcoming brutal repressions the Communist and Workers Parties in Spain, Greece and 
Latin America are organizing the struggle of all patriots in order to put an end to the subjugation 
of their countries to the dictates of the American monopolies which have become the mainstay 
of the worst regimes of dictatorship, oppression and terror. 


"The Communist and Workers Parties in the capitalist countries are well aware that the 
building of a united front of national and democratic forces requires a great deal of energy and 
initiative, a relentless struggle against the agents of the imperialists who advocate the renuncia- 
tion of national sovereignty, who are seeking to split the ranks of the fighters for peace and 
national independence." 


This program to crush and gobble up West Germany, to drive United States influence and 
protection out of all free world countries, and finally to weaken "capitalist countries" through the 
action of "united fronts" sums up the communist idea of "peaceful co-existence." In every-day 
terms, their idea of "peaceful co-existence" simply means an intense, non-military warfare 
designed to isolate the United States and extend communist control over the entire world. 


RIOTS IN BRAZIL 


The communist-led riots in Brazil following the surprise suicide of President Getulio Vargas 
last month are causing U.S. officials more worry than they are willing to admit publicly. 


The Communist Party of Brazil is the largest in Latin America despite the fact that it has 
been outlawed by the Government there. Since the first of the year the Brazilian Communist 
Party has been stepping up its twin programs for overthrowing the present Government of Brazil 
and for driving U.S. firms and U.S. influence out of the country. 


Attacks against U.S. companies and consulates by the rioters indicate the communists’ 
readiness to seize any temporary weakness of the Government as an opportunity to carry out their 
anti-American program. With Getulio Vargas, the strongest single opponent to communism in 
Brazil out of the way, Washington observers are watching closely for signs of increased communist 
pressure to break Brazilian ties with the U.S. and to increase cooperation with the Soviet Union 
and Red China. 


The open anti-American activities of communists in Brazil, as well as in other Latin 
American countries, indicate the need for a new program to build stronger friendship between 
the peoples of Latin America and the United States, and at the same time, to discredit the 
motives and aims of communist agitators. The alternative is more "Guatemala-type" trouble 


South of the Border.
